LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 

It is nearly fifty years since the first gift for the foundation and 
maintenance of this Library was received from George Peabody. 
Luring' this time it has quietly pursued its mission for peace, 
civilization and enlightenment. New empires have been created, 
nations have been disrupted, rulers have been raised up and set 
aside, but the work of the library has gone on regardless of the 
turmoils which have agitated the world. From small beginnings 
it has g'radually become one of the important libraiies of the 
country even in these days of colossal bequests and lavish expen- 
ditures. 

The year just past has been a profitable if uneventful one. It 
has however been marked by a steady and constant attention to 
every day’s demands. If the circulation of books shows no marked 
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increase over former years it is from no fault of the atlministra- 
tion, for at no time in the history of the lihiary have its patrons 
been better served nor the puhlic liad such easy and ready access 
to everything^ which it contains. 

It is the testimony of lil)rarians that the year 1900 has not been 
a year of g^eneral reading:, which perhaps may have been caused 
by the excitement attending: a national election, the tense interest 
in the war news, the eajjerness with which the daily papers are 
scanned, and by the human craving for distraction from the too 
strenuous life we are living:. 

The usual nuniber of books have been added during: the year, 
embracing a wide range of subjects. While the duties of the com- 
mittee are in no sense onerous, they arc certainly important and 
not without responsibility. It is otien a dilhcult matter to decide 
where to draw the line on a certain class of books treating on 
social questions, especially so in dealing with the so-called protilem 
novels. The general policy pursued has U‘en sutKciently broad 
in the estimation of the committee, whose sole aim has been to 
strengthen the library by the purchase of every timely book, ex- 
eluding only those which are oHensive to morality and gootl taste. 

It not infrequently happens that an author who has gained a 
certain popularity, and whose productions have hitherto not been 
objectionable, without any decent excuse and often with the 
prestige of a reputable publisher, suddenly launches on the 
confiding public, a book, which on careful perusal is found to be 
thoroughly reprehensible. The reviews are often silent on this 
point, but when the character of such a book is made known, 
the duty of the committee and librarian seems plain. 

The notable books of the year include some valuable additions 
to American history, books of travel, essays on timely subjects, 
personal reminiscences with certain biographies and letters’ 
nearly all of which are of a high order of literarv merit. In fic- 
tion the historical novel retains its hold on popular favor to a 
remarkable degree. Its only formidable rival has been the novel 
dealing with religious problems, where polemics are skilfully 
interwoven with fiction. ^ 

Books on the diflerent wars now going on have appeared in 
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amazing numbers and astounding rapidity. Men of high and 
low degree who fought on one side or the other, with many who 
did not fight at all, have felt it. their duty to enlighten the public, 
even after the ground had been covered as well as the ever chang- 
ing conditions would permit. Some of these books present 
lively and graphic pictures of the movements of armies and 
spirited descriptions of marches and combats, in a style which is 
often attractive and in a spirit of evident fairness. Others are 
good, but of too partisan a character to be reliable, while many 
will not be heard from again. The wondei is how a publish- 
er was found and where the readers were expected to come 
from. 

The selection of juvenile or children’s books is the most per- 
plexing of all. The mass of irresponsible and illy-considered 
publications, under the name ot ‘'Books for Boys,” now thrown 
upon the market, calls for careful handling and a strong measure 
of drastic treatment. In these we are usually presented to a 
young prodigy, a marvel in war, politics, finance 01 science. 
Generals, statesmen, money kings, savants, when in direst straits 
obey his commands with unquestioning alacrity and take his ad- 
vice with becoming humility; victory immediately follows and 
his opportune presence saves the situation. 

Let us be thankful that good, wholesome, natural books are by 
no means rare : books that are well written, with spirit and action 
sufficient to satisfy the youthful craving for lively adventure, and 
then always to put aside with a firm hand the kind that is false, 
misleading, improbable and pernicious. 

The reading room has been well patronized and all things con- 
sidered has been a valuable adjunct to the library. The necessity 
for a children’s room, entirely separated from the adults, is more 
apparent every year. There are times when it is impossible to 
study or engage in serious reading with any degree of profit or 
comfort on account of the restlessness incidental to youth. At 
no distant day a change in the manner of heating the building is 
likely to come about. When that occurs the fiont basement will 
be entirely clear. A room solely for the use of young people 
could be fitted up there without serious expense. In other 
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towns which liave made changes in this direction, the expense is 
more than balanced by the benefits* 

The work of the librarian is fully appreciated by the com- 
mittee. Accessible to everyone at all times, he has not become 
a mere dispenser of books, but more in the nature of a j^uide and 
counsellor to many a timid and wavering; patron. My his intel- 
li|^ent labors and minute ;ittention to executive detail he has ijivcn 
to the position the dignity and importance which it merits. 

From the many opportunities for observation within reach of 
the committee, they are warranted in the belief that the library 
will go on in its mission of usehdness, ^rowin); in iidluence as 
the years go by.

LYCEUM COMMITTEE. 

To THK LIBKAKV AND LYCEUM COMMITTEE. 

1 his year, as is not always the case, the lecture course is com- 
pleted at the time for sending in the report of the committee and 
those in chargee of the lectures know exactly what lias been given 
and if called upon to ilo so could undouhtcillv give some account 
of each evening. 

\ou will doubtless be glad to know that we have kept within 
our appropriation and still have a few dollars to spare ; however, 
a larger sum at our disposal wouhl have rendered the w'ork 
much easier and would have given the public a larger course. 

The lectures have all been instructive and have prove<l interest- 
ing. 1 hey ha\e also been well received. Audiences vary in size 
according as the subject appeals to one or another class of people, 
nevertheless our hall has always seemed to be well filled. 

Undoubtedly many people are kept away by the fear of not 
getting seats and a solution of this difficulty is ofi'ered in the ex- 
cellent way the Low'ell Institute of Boston attends to the seating 
at its free lectures. At a stated time tickets for its course are given 
out, which have numbers printed on them ; those are of course 
reserved seats, but with this difference, if the holder of the ticket 
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is not in his seat at least five minutes before the lecture begins, 
any person in the hall may claim it, also persons who may not 
have received tickets or have forgotten to bring them can be ad- 
mitted at this time and have an equal chance of receiving any 
vacant seat. 

This scheme has worked well in Boston; whether it would in 
Peabody is an open question ; but if any real improvements can be 
made in the way of conducting our lectures it strikes us that they 
should be looked into.

REPORT OF THE EBEN DALE SUTTON REF- 
ERENCE LIBRARY. 

To THE LYCEUM AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE OF THE PEABODY 

intstitute: 

The report of the Eben Dale Sutton Reference Library Com- 
mittee for the year ending Jan. 31, 1901, is respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

The committee in charge of this library beg to report that no 
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clinnge in the policy of ihe p;isf few years has been made and 
the report of the librarian which is nppende<l will show that there 
have been a few more consultations than last year and a jjreat 
increase in the nuniher of visitors. 

Of the serial books subscrihoil to by the library, llie Dictionary 
of National l^ioj^raphy is completed and the Jesuit Relations has 
reached the 71st volnnie and now lacks only the two index vol- 
umes. This adds to our library another set of valuable books 
and reminds us that we have many such within our cases, of ever 
increasinj^ value. T his was illustrated last summer wfien a 
noted firm of book dealers otfered for sale a set of Auduboirs 
Hirds on the folio plates, similar to the set owneil by the library, 
for a thousand dollars. 


Among the most notnblc books iiddcd during the year are the 
Salon, iS^; Encyclopadia Miblica, by C’heyne ; I lastings’ Dic- 
tionary o( the Hiblc; I’ottery and I’orcelain, by Litchfield; a 
complete illustrated set of Robert Burns; a full set of the Mag- 
azine of Current History; Whittier as a Politician, and a local 
historical cm iosity, rescued from an antique shop by a memlier 
of our committee, in Bickerstatl’s Boston Almanack for 1770. 
This bears the imprint: Danvers, near Boston, printed by E. 
Russell, next the Bel! Tavern. 

Since the electric light was introduceil into the library a few 
years ago it has been found to he vastly superior to gas in gen- 
eral utility and economy as to the lasting qualities of the bind- 
ings, but the committee feel that some changes in the way of new 
e ectrohers hung lower and perhaps wiring for the drop-lights 
from beneath the tables instead of from above would a, Id much 
to the original U-auty of the room and also light the room more 
sa is acton y. Such changes would, I believe, be entirely within 
he piovince of the library committee. But if the trustees could 
at some time carpet the stairs with linoleum or some other sort 
of carpeting which would deaden sound, and place a light in the 
entry way just outside the library iloor, the approach to which 

at present during the latter part of the afternoon is much like 
going into a dark closet, such improvements would, I am sure, 
be very acceptable to all who use the library. 
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In closing it becomes me to speak of the thorough and con- 
scientious work of tlie librarian and it is with pleasure that thanks 
are extended for the committee by

Librarian’s Report. 


To THE LYCEUM AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE: 

The report of the librarian for the year ending January 31, 
1901, is respectfully submitted. 

There has been no change in the lines upon which the library 
has been conducted the past year, though the opening of our first 
Delivery Station, in West Peabody, may be regarded as an inno- 
vation. Early in the fall the Library Committee decided to open 
this station as an experiment for the weekly delivery of books, 
and the first delivery was made on October 9. The station has 
now been in operation seventeen weeks, in which time 635 books 
have been delivered through it, an average of 37 per week. 
During the time 71 new library cards have been issued to resi- 
dents of that part of the town, and 10 cards, unused for years, 
have been renewed, a total of 81. These figures would indicate 
that the experiment has been successful beyond what might have 
reasonably been expected. The thanks of the library are due to 
Mr. Daniel Brown, who has freely given the use of his store for 
the Delivery Station, and to Mr. James B. Eaton who has, with- 
out charge, carried the books back and forth, for without their 
co-operation the Station could not have been established. 

It might seem desirable in the near future, if satisfactory ar- 
rangements could be made, to try the experiment of a second 
Delivery Station somewhere in the farther outlying section of 

South Peabody. . 

Our membership of the Library Art Club has been continued 
during the year, and the following exhibitions have been given :

The Japanese collection was undoubtedly the most popular, 
and attracted much attention, the views being very large and 
colored in the inimitable style of the Japanese. 

Art Education, Munsey's Magazine, Rluxiora and W oman’s 
Home Companion have been added to the list of periodicals on 
file in the Reading Room, while the Bookman, Book l^uycr and 
St. Nicholas, not heretofore included among the periodicals 
bound, are now bound as the volumes are completed. The early 
numbers of the Bookman, Engineering Magazine, Outing, l*olit- 
ical Science C^uarterly and Review of Reviews lacking in our 
files have been purchased and bound, completing our sets of 
those periodicals to date. Tlie Salem Evening News has also 
been subscribed for, commencing with January i of the present 
year, the same to be bound and placed with the reference books. 

It has also been possible to complete, without expense, our 
set of the Transactions of the Essex Agricultural Society from 
1818 to date. This is due largely to the kindness of Mr. Allen 
A. Berry of Danvers, who presented us with nineteen of the 
annual numbers which were lacking. Mr. H. P. Hutchinson 
also contributed three numbers, and Mr. George F. Sanger 
one number. 

The rebinding of our older books is a constantly growing 
item of expense, and one which ought not to be ignored. Dur- 
ing the past year our sets of oldjer periodicals have been gone 
over, and 1 13 volumes of the North American Review have 
been rebound in heavy duck, together with many scattering 
volumes of other sets. 
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The counter for the display of new books has been extended 
in order to provide for the display of the latest Fiction. About 
250 volumes of the latest books are constantly assigned to this 
counter, and the system has proved popular with borrowers, and 
is a decided saving in the time of the assistants during busy hours. 

Work has been continued upon the rewriting of the Card Cata- 
log as steadily as pressure of other duties has permitted. 

8,400 cards representing 4,300 books have been written, and 
these books have also been renumbered. Many of the older books 
have not been renumbered for years, and the numbers being in 
bad condition, it is proposed to continue the work of renumber- 
ing in connection with the rewriting of the Card Catalog, which 
wHl insure the renumbering of the entire library within the next 
few years. 

During the year, about 1,500 printed Catalog Cards have been 
purchased of the American Library Association ; these cards com- 
pletely catalog by author and subject the Annual Reports of the 
Smithsonian Institution, 1886-1896, the National Museum, 1886- 
1897, the U. S. Bureau of Ethnology, 1879-1895, and the Papers 
of the American Historical Association, 1885-1S91, and render 
available much valuable scientific and historical matter heretofore 
practically buried and lost. The Association has in preparation a 
number of other sets of cards for which our subscription has been 
entered, covering series of publications which this library possesses, 
notably the 60 volumes of the Papers of the Massachusetts Histor- 
ical Society, and the first 100 numbers of the Old South Leaflets. 

The library will need the coming year a new eight shelf alcove 
of the pattern of the one built in 1899, also a new Card Catalog 
Case, as the limit of the present cases has been reached. 

The duties of the assistants have been acceptably performed, 
while our janitor, Mr. McKeen, it is needless to say, has co- 
operated most heartily at all times in the work of the library. 

Statistics in the usual form are appended, with a list of donors 
and of periodicals now regularly on file in the Reading Room.
